4. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Claim 1 limits the formation of a semiconductor device to forming a second photoresist 
that covers the edge chip area and selectively etching the molding layer, using the 
photoresist pattern as an etching mask, to expose the first storage nodes. The closest 
prior art of record (US 200201 87598A1 ) does not teach or suggest forming a 
photoresist over an edge portion to selectively etch and expose the first storage nodes. 

Claims 2-13 are allowed as being properly dependent upon allowed claim 1.
